The new type of British mortar is 
capable of such rapid fire that six 
shots in the air at once proyed high- 
ly serviceable, both in cutting wire 
and the smashing of trenches, 

Hilumination at Night, 

Last night the sky from twenty to 
thirty n.ileg in the rear toward the 
east was brilliant, as though with 
the glare of the aurora borealis, from 
dusk to dawn. ‘This was the only 
illumination along the roads for the 
movement of trucks and automobiles, 
none of which carried lights, From a 
point near a group of batteries the 
correspondent. witnessed a scene of 
grandeur under the canopy of a cloud- 
less and moonless night, with broad 
sheets of flame and ugly darts and 
flashes of fire over the area of action 
Today the sun is breaking through the 
overcast sky for the first time in 
three days, and is welcome to the ar- 
tillery observers,

The train engineers did 
not whistle for signals and the cur- 
tains of the car windows were draw 
tight. \By the next ni®ht the soldiers 
were at the front, having seen noth- 
ing of Marseilles. 

Not every consignment of soldiers 
followed this policy of extreme se- 
crecy, of course, The rest camps 
about Marseilles are so vast in ex- 
tent that it is estimated that they 
never contain fewer than 25,000 sol- 
diers, (This includes the military 
police, the men in charge of the var- 
ious camp offices, permissionaries on 
leave, men on the last tour of con- 
valescence before going ‘back to the 
front, and men on their way to and 
from England for various reasons. 
In addition are considerable detach- 
ments of troops, which for one and 
another reason are here more or less 
permanently. These include some of 
the south Indian troops ,who were 
sent to the south of France to escape 
the bitter winter of the north, 

“But it is estimated that no less 
than two million soldiers have passed 
through Marseilles, going and com- 
ing,” said a man who knew. ‘Mar- 
seilles certainly did not suspect even 
the temporary presence of half of 
them.” 

The perfection of the ‘British trans- 
portation system has been the ad- 
miration of all who have come in 
touch with it. ‘Other items of the 
service may have broken down at 
times. The artillery was frankly bad 
during the transition period, when 
officers fresh from civilian life were 
put in charge of ibrand inew guns and 
equally brand new. soldiers. The 
British had to learn how to do al- 
most everything in this war—learm 
from the bottom up—after the de- 
struction of the original expedition- 
ary force, But they did not have to 
learn how to handle the problem of 
transportation, That they ‘knew. 

“Our deachment was three weeks 
on boats and trains,” said one officer, 
“and on the last day we caught the 
right train at the right hour and the 
right place. We were on time to the 
minute,” 

That was not an unusual experi- 
ence, It might be almost said that it 
was a common experience. So that 
the manner by which troops were 
taken to Flanders through the secret 
door at Marseilles has really nothing 
remarkable about it. What is the 
oddity, perhaps, is the fact that the 
secret wag kept inviolate until a few 
days ago, ‘by which time the need for 
secrecy had passed. (The man who 
told the story is in a position to know 
practically everything of a transpor- 
tation sort that goes on. Not a day 
passed that he did not meet (British 
officers and aid them in some manner 
in their duties, 

“But not a man peeped,” said he, 
“No one told, Those who knew had 
been selected for their ability to keep 
their mouths shut. The others merely 
passed through."

IMPROVING SAY 


Canada is of an Optimistic 
Nature

NEW YORK, June 30,—-Despatches 
to Dun's review from branches of R. 
*G. Dun and company in leading cities 
of the Dominion of Canada report that 
in spite of the backward season the 
general business season continues to 
improve and that the movement of 
merchandise makes quite a satisfac- 
torytory comparison with that of this 
period of previous years, 

Montreal reports remarkable tfa- 
vorable conditions, considering the 
weather and other adverse features. 
Wholesale and retail ‘business is fully 
up to expectations at Queebe, The 
shoe factories and other industris’s 
are well employed, and the leading 
merchants report prospects very en- 
couraging, Although the weather at 
Toronto and in the surrounding tc- 
ritory has been an adverse factor, 
yholesale business in the principal 
lines is in remarkably well sustained 
volume, 

Business corfditions in the far West 
and Northwest continue to improve 
with the progress of the sea#on and 
sentiment as regords the future is 
very optimistic. 

Winnipeg reports an active business 
in. most leading lines, the wholesale 
movement of dry goods footwear, 
clothing, hiurdware, groceries and 
other staples showing material im- 
provement over a year ago, while re- 
tail demand for all kinds of summer 
goods ig very satisfactory. 

Thee volume of wholesale and re- 
ail trade at Calgary is well above the 
average, and merchants are much 
encapraged over prospects for tne 
coming fall and winter. There is 
quite « brisk demand for seasonable 
merchandise at Saskatoon ,and conti- 
dence*in the future is stimulated by 
reports of favorable crop progress, 

There hag been little change at 
Edmonton, business generally being 
in satisfactory volume with expecta-

Merchants at Regina apparently

Thiaumont work, northeast of Verdun 
and the British having kept uv their 
bombardments of German trenches 
end their incursions into German pos- 
itions by raiding parties, 

The Russians have taken Kolomea, 
un important railway junction lead- 
ing to Lemberg, ig Galicia, and the 
Iiallans continue to advance agalnst 
the Austrians in the Trentino regiou. 

The struggle for the possession of 
the Thiaumont wood, taken by the 
German crown prince's forces fiom 
the French a week ago, was moat 
severe, the position chanetng hands 
“ep! ea times in the incessant fight- 
ng. 

Violent bombardments have marked 
the fighting on the remainder of the 
front around Verdun, particularly on 
the sector of Hill 304, 

In addition to the capture of Kolo- 
mea, the Russians also have taken 
the town of Obertyn, northeast of 
KNolomea, and several other villages 
north and south of that point. 

On the front in Russia, from the 
Galicia border to the region 9: Riga, 
there have been battles at = variops 
points, but with no decisive results,

PARIS, June 30.—The French 
forces fighting in the region of Ver- 
dun haye recaptured from the Ger- 
mans the Thiaumont work, north- 
east of the fortress, according to the 
French official communication issued 
tonight. The communication gays: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse thu 
bombardment continues in the region 
of Hill 304, but no infantry action 
took place, 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
stubborn fighting was in progress all 
day. In the region of Thiaumont this 
morning about ten o'clock our troopa, 
in the course of a very brilliant at- 
tack, carried the Thiaumont works, 
notwithstanding the extremely heavy 


curtain of fire brought to bear by the 
enemy, 

“This afternoon the Germans mul- 
tiplied their efforts to expel us, In 
the course of this offensive they sus- 
tained considerable losses. Toward 
noon’ the enemy succeeded in re-en- 
tering the fort but a vigorous coun- 
ter attack at 4.80 o'clock enabled us 
to regain complete possession of it. 

“Particularly violent bombardment 
occurred today in the Fumin = and 
Chenois woods. 

“The Belgian communication reads: 
‘On the whole front the artillery ac- 
tions increased in intensity, We car- 
ried out a very efficacious and de- 
structive fire on German trenches near 
Dixmude, Driegrachten and 8teen- 
straete. The enemy replied, especi- 
ally to the south of Dixmude.’"

government of the province giving 
the people of the city as well as the 
province an oppertunity of passing 
judgment upon the traffic, It was the 
people who did it. They were long 
awaiting the opportunity, and when 
they got it they acted decisively; with 
no uncertainty as to the nature of the 
verdict, 

But while this particular house had 
a touch of the sadness of farewell in 
its leave-taking; one seemed some- 
how to think that by the style of the 
card, although, perhaps, ironic sym 
pathy might have inspired it more 
thin real sympathy with those who 
will misg their accustomed potationa 
when it closed ity doors; there were 
others who contifued in the gay and 
festive mood until the witching hour 
and the knell of the booze business in 
Alberta was tolled, 

It was a day that made for a good 
bar trade, (fhe humidity outside 
weuld on any occasion ‘be an excuse 
for a replica of the cqnditions inside, 
aad yesterday was no exceptoin to 


tat rule so far as certain members of 
the community were concerned, but 
there was a very perceptible throng- 
ing of the bars in the evening and to- 
wards closing time the scenes were a 
repetition of what one would see on 
a Saturday. 

Some topers remained until the 
last moment; some of whom had ac- 
cumulated a “jag’’ before the period 
of the axe falling. 

When the closing hour came there 

were more about the hotels than 
would generally be seen on a Friday 
night. But the crowds were not dis- 
orderly; they were noisy ;and thus 
the bar passed out—in a fashion not 
very dissimilar to scenes witnesseed 
when it was a feature of and factor 
in the life of Alberta, 

Most of the hotels by this time had

Big Judgment is Handed Out 
Against Foley, Welch and 
Stewart

VANCOUVER, June 30,—James A. 
Mcldwee and Sons, of Denver, were 
today awarded a judgment of five 
hundred and seventy-six thousand 
dollars against Foley, Welch and 
Stewart, contractors for the Rogers 
Pass tunnel on the line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. This is the 
largest single judgment ever obtained 
in a British Columbia court. The 
Denver concern was several years ago 
employed as sub-contractor on the 
tunnel, which is now almost finished, 
at a cost of upward of ten million dol- 
lars. A disagreement arose and Me- 
Ilwees were put off the work. The 
American company claimed prospec- 
tive profits in boring operations and 
brought an action more than a year 
ago. The case was finally appealed 
to the privy council in London where 
the principle of payment was upheld 
and the case referred back to the 
vupreme court here for an assessment 


of damages.

MAKE PROGRESS

Capture Large Number Of 
Prisoners and War 
Munitions 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ROME, via London, June 80,—The 
Italian offensive on the Trentino con- 
tinues unchecked, according to the 
war office statement today. 

The official statement saya: 

“Between the Adige and the Brenta 
we have now reached the main line 
of resistance, where the enemy 18 
strongly entrenched and supporied by 
numerous batteries of machine guns. 
Our offensive is now being extended to 
other positions on the front. 

“In the Arsa Valley, we occupied the 
Val Morbia line and the = seuthern 
slopes of Monte Spil. In the Pasubio 
sector we continued to atteck the en- 
omy’s defenses in the Cosmaynion 
pea. 

“Along the Posina line we took Griso 
and on the southern side of Monte 
Maggio the Sears Valley, between Uns- 
tana and Laghi, and the strong poul- 
tons on Monte Calgari and Monte 
Sogli Bilanchi, to the south of Monte 
Selugglo, 

“In the Sugana Valley we cecupied 
the slopes of Monte Civaron, We took 
174 prisoners, several hundred rifles, 
ammunition and large quantities of 
material, 

“In the upper But we ropulsed hos- 
tile attacks, We stormed the suinmit 
«? Zellonkofei, taking 146 prisoners, 
including ten officera. On the upper 
Fella our infantry advaneed to Leo- 
poldskirchen and Monto Granuda, Our 
artillery bombarded tho railway sta- 
tion at Tarvis and set fire to Saifnits, 

“In the San Michele and fan Mar- 
tino del Carso sectors our troops in a 
counter attack drove back the enemy, 
inflicting heavy losses and taklug 4us 
prisoners, 

“In the Selz Monfaleons aren, the 
ndvance we began on the 28th rerult- 
ed in the capture yesterday of Hill 79, 
west of Monte Cosich, and Hill 104, 
cast of Rocea di Monfalésne. We cap- 
tured 660 prisoners, including somo 
ten officers, besides aris, ammunition 
und material.”

INQUIRE AS 
TO PENALTY 


United States Wishes to Know 
at Punishment Given Sub- 
marine Commander 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 30. — The 
state department is preparing to make 
a formal inquiry of the German gov- 
ernment as to what punishment was 
inflicted upon the #ubmarine com- 
mander who torpedoed the channel 
ateamer Sussex. An informal inquiry 
through Ambassador Gerard has 
brought no responses, 

In admitiing that the Sussex was 
attacked by mistake, Germany § an- 
nounced that the submarine com- 
mander had been “appropriately pun- 
ished” and promised reparation, Then, 
feilowing the exchange of notes which 
resulted in the abandoment of what 
the United States denounced as il- 
legal and inhuman mehods of sub- 
marine warfare, 

Mr. Gerard later waa Instructed to 
ask informally how the officer re- 
sponsible for the Sussex tragedy had 
been dealt with, but no steps toward 
final disposition of the case were 
taken, pending a domonatration by 
time that the promise of a change in 
practices would be carried out, 

The American government since 
has found no reason to complain of 
svbmarine activities, There remains 
to be finally adjusted, however, the 
reparation claima growing out of 
many cases, including that of the Lua-

Major Primrose, _ “Capt. Duclos and 


Other Officers Address Packing 
Workers 


At 12, Friday, recruiting officers of 
various battalions of the city, includ- 
ing Major Primrose, Capt. Duclos, 
Lieut. Shannon, Capt. Randall and 
Lieut. Lund addressed the employees 
of Gainer's Packing Plant on the 
South Side. Capt. Duclos declared 
that the privileges allowed the foreign 
element in this country and their free- 
dom of action while here ought to be 
enough to induce them to take up 
arms in the defense of Canada and 
the Empire. 

Major Primrose said that the wast- 
age in the war was terrific, and that 
to win it was absolutely necessary 
that vacancies in the ranks should all 
be filled at once. ‘We have got to 
win the war,’ he declared. ‘We had 
better all be dead than not win it. 
The feeding, clothing, caring for the 
sick, replacing the killed and wound- 
ed takes an enormous number of re- 
cruits. We do not want conscription, 
but if the men do not come forward 
we surely will have it, and that soon.” 

Capt. Randall dwelt on the manifest 
unfairness of the volunteer system 
which had been a failure in the old 
country, and only served to bring to 
the ranks the most unselfish men. 
Surely, he asked, they did not want 
others to do the fighting for them. 

Lieut. Lund urged his fellow Scan- 
dinavians to join in the defense of 
Canada, laid before his countrymen 
the fact that a country that was sup- 
porting them and their families was a 
country worth fighting for if only for 
that reason. The liberty and free- 
dom they enjoyed were additional 
privileges which should be an incen- 
tive to them to take arms for the 
British empire.

Coldwell, Dr. Simpson and him- 
self; Chances are that when Sir 
Rodmond et al coms up for trial 
next month they will not employ 
Mr. Kelly to frame up their de- 
fence,

In arranging to take over the 
power plant the Alliance Company

Heroic Newfoundlanders, 
A. J, Gallishaw in the Century Magazine. 

The foremost advance on the Sulva 
Bay front, Donnelly’s Post on Caribou 
Ridge, was made by Newfoundlanders, 
It is called Donnelly’s Post because it 
is here that Lieutenant Donnelly won 
his military cross, The hitherto 
nameless ridge from which the Turk- 
ish machine guns poured their con- 
centrated death into our trenches 
stands as a monument to the initiative 
of the Newfoundlanders, It is now 
Caribou Ridge, as a recognition of the 
men who wear the deer's head badge. 

From Caribou Ridge the Turks 
could enfilade parts of our firing line. 
For weeks they had continued to pick 
off our men one by one, You could 
almost tell when your turn was com- 
ing. I know, because from Caribou 
Ridge came the bullet that sent me off 
the peninsula. The machine guns on 
Cariboo Ridge not only swept parts of 
our trench, but commanded all of the 
intervening ground. Several attempts 
had been made to rush those guns. 
All had failed, held up by the murder- 
ous machine gun fire. Wnder cover 
of darkness, Lieut. Donnelly, with only 
eight men, surprised the Turks in the 
post that now bears his name. The 
captured machine gun he used to re- 
pulse constantly launched bomb and 
rifle attacks, 

Just at dusk one evening Dornelly 
stole out to Caribou. Ridge and sur- 

rised the Turks. All night the 
rks strove to recover their lost 
ground, 4 ere 

Varkness was the Newfoundlan- 
ders’ ally, When re-inforcements ar- 
rived, Donnell’s eight men were re- 
duced to two, Dawn showed the 
havoc wrought by the gallant little 
group, The ground in front of the 
post was a shambles of piled up Turk- 
ish bodies, 

But daylight showed something 
more to the credit of the Newfound- 
landers than the mere taking of the 
ridge. It showed one of Donnelly's 
men, Jack Hynes, who had crawled 
away from his companion @ a point 
about 200 yards to the left. From 
here he had all alone kept uz t ugh 
the whole night a rapid fire on the

In this connection and at this time 
it may not be out of place to remark 
that if the C, P. R. has changed Its 
time tables to facilitate the doing of 
business in Edmonton by the people 
along its line, for . distance of 100 
miles and over, it is because it be- 
lieves the people concerned want to 
do business in Edmonton and that 
there is business to be done or enough 
business to warrant the company in 
displacing what was certainly a very 
popular through train by two locals. 
But unless the business to be done 
warrants the change the company 
cannot afford to continue it. The 
railway company has taken an im- 
portant step to facilitate business be- 
ing done in Edmonton. It is up to 
the business interests of Edmonton 
to go out after the business by bring- 
ing the advantages of dealing in Ed- 
monton prominently and favorably 
to the notice of possible customers, 

There are many ways in which this 
can be done, Sut there is no Way as 
effective and as cheap as the judicious 
use of the advertising columns of the 
Edmonton newspapers. These pap- 
ers circulate largely among the people 
whose trade is desired, They are 
read carefully and thoroughly; both 
news and advertisements, 

Other means of publicity may be 
adopted with some measure of suc- 
cess to attract customers who are 
residents of the city, But to reach 
residents outside the city who are 
possible customers for city business 
the choice is between the newspaper 
and the travelling agent. When the 
question of cost is considered the 
travelling man can only be afforded 
by the larger business and in special 
lines. For the ordinary dealer the 
choice is between publicity by news- 
paper advertisement and no publicity 
at all. 

Without publicity business cannot 
be attracted to the city; and if it does 
not come to the city the individual 
dealer cannot get it. The business 
man who advertises in the newspaper 
is paying out money to bring business 
to the city for the good of the city at 
large, as well as for his own. He 
therefore deserves a preference at the 
hands of purchasing citizens over the 
dealer who does not do his part to 
help to advertise the city by advertis- 
ing his business in the newspapers. 
Publicity that helps the city should 
be recognized by the citizens, as com- 
pared with publicity that only helps 
the dealer who employs it. 

No city in Canada is better served 
by railways than Edmonton, North, 
south, east and west twelve railway 
lines in operation radiate from Ed- 
monton; not to speak of connecting 
branches, For one hundred miles 
south, one hundred and fifty east, 
four hundred west, and north to the 
Arctic ocean, Edmonton is the nat- 
ural and most convenient trade cen- 
tre. The country is well populated 
and prosperous in all directions, The 
railroads are built and operated to 
bring the trade here, The newspap- 
ers reach the people whom it is de- 
sired to interest. But both railroads 
and newspapers must be used or they 
cannot produce results. 

The time when business waylaid the 
merchant on the street and sand-bag- 
ged him if he would not deal is gone— 
irrevocably and permanently gone. 
There is a world of business to be done 
throughout Northern Alberta, The 
conditions on the farms and in the 
towns were never as good. But city 
business must employ oggressive, mo- 
dern methods or it cannot expect to 
share in those business conditions, 
Advertise your city by advertising 
your business,

So far as Edmonton is concerned 
the following hotels have closed up 
completely: Brunswick, Jasper, Tran- 
sit (Ford Road), Strathcona, (South 
side; already closed), St. Elmo, Wind- 
sor, and Castle. In regard to the Do- 
minion (South Side), the Grand 
(North Edmonton) and the 8t. James, 
no definite information iy obtainable 
fs to the future intentions of the pro- 
prietors, 

This means that when the closing 
hour was reached last night, seven of 
the twenty-eight weensea hotels that 
have been in operation in the city will 
have passed out, 

The following are the hotels that 
have been licensed in the city: Alber- 
ta, Brunswick, Castle, Cecil, Commer- 
cial, Dominion, Edmonton, ~-Empire, 
Grand, Jasper, King Edward, Leland, 
Macdonald, North Edmonton, North- 
crn, Pendennis, Queen's, Richelieu, 
Royal George, Savoy, Selkirk, st.
